Thefe 
Things made a Peace very. deſirable to the 
Allies; and Thirty thouſand Ruſſian Auxi- 
liaries being marched to the Frontiers of the 
Empire in order to join the Allies, obliged 
the Houſe of Bourbon to think in earneſt 
about reſtoringthe public Tranquillity, which 
was done by the Peace of Aix- la- Chapelle. 

The French were formerly a free People, 
and enjoyed the ſame Liberties as Britons 
now do. Their Parliaments defended them 
always againſt the Court and their Miniſters. 
But they were unhappily diveſted of theſe 
Bleſſings by the Genius of Richlieu and the 
Arts of Mazarine. This is a remarkable 
Leſſon for true Engliſhmen, to be exceed- 
ingly jealous of their Freedom and Liberties, 


and never to truſt too much to any Miniſtry, 


Miniſters, if ever ſo honeſt, muſt pleaſe 
their Princes, and theſe are ſeldom or never 
ſatisfied with leſs than arbitrary Power. Tis 
to be lamented, that in all Europe we find 
only England, Sweden, Holland and Swilzer- 


land to be governed as free States; for the 


other Europeans are really no better than 
Slaves. Frenchmen may boaſt as much as 
they pleaſe of the Glory of their Grand Mo- 
nargue; what Benefit can they have by his 
Power, when they themſelves have none? 
If the Parliament humbly remonſtrate, then 
this avguil Body, mw. ths Reaſons of nee 
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be humbled and ſent into Baniſnment. If 
the Proteſtants attempt the Exerciſe of their 
Religion, then they are either perſecuted, 
killed and burnt, or expelled out of France. 
Here is no Law, which can defend the moſt 
innocent Subject; for if the King only com- 
mands, then muſt a Prince of the Blood, as 
well as the Beggar, go to the Baſtile. If the 
Great Monarque reſolves to attack his Neigh- 
bours, then Three or Four hundred thou- 
ſand Frenchmen muſt be ſacrificed for his 
Pleaſure; for it is thought that at leaſt 
million Four hundred thouſand Frenchmen 
were killed in the Three laſt general Wars. 

The Miniſtry knowing that the Nation is 
gay, ambitious and vain, behaving better in 
Adverſity than in Proſperity, and always 
fond of Changes, amuſe the People conti- 
nually with Affairs Abroad, that they may 
forget and overlook the Loſs of their Liber - 
ties at Home: In this the French Court has 
| ſucceeded ſo well, that whatever the King 
undertakes is looked upon with Admiration ; 
nay his abſolute Power is ſtiled The Glory of 

France, and he himſelf is regarded almoſt 
by all the People with a Sort of enthuſiaſtic 
Reſpect; as an infallible Prince and a ſacred 
Idol.
